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Sign, sign, everywhere a sign — 
especially on the way to Peggy’s 
Cove. 

HRM staff has been given the 
go ahead to write up a bylaw 
that would restrict signs on sec¬ 
ondary highways. Two spots 
along Highway 333 — on 
Prospect Road leading to Exhibi¬ 
tion Park and at Tantallon — will 
be specifically targeted in a pilot 
project. 

“It’s so much clutter that the 
signage doesn’t even have a 
chance for value,” Coun. Reg 
Rankin said. 

The province amended the 
Public Highways Act in May 
2011, giving municipalities 
greater authority in dealing 
with the issue. Staff will look 
into a bylaw where businesses 
would have to pay a permit fee 
to advertise and the signs would 
be of uniform size. Staff is also 
looking into ‘Bluenose Coast’ 
branding. 

Rankin said other municipali¬ 
ties will be looking to HRM to set 
an example.

HRM warns of 
thin ice on lakes 
and ponds 

If you go near any HRM 
lakes right now, you’re 
on thin ice. 

HRM sent out a warn¬ 
ing to residents Wednes¬ 
day that the latest round 


of ice thickness tests 
show many lakes don’t 
meet Red Cross 
standards. The Red Cross 
recommends ice be 15 
centimetres thick for in¬ 
dividual skating and six 
more centimetres for 
groups. 

HRM tests about 80 
lakes and ponds and 
posts the results on the 
municipal website hali- 
fax.ca, and on the ice 
line at 490-3577.

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Thousands fewer parking 
ban tickets being issued

Three days of the new 
partial winter parking 
ban has resulted in close 
to 4,000 fewer tickets 
than this time last year. 

Over the three nights 
the overnight ban has 
been invoked, the munici¬ 
pality has distributed 802 
tickets. That’s down from 
the 4,729 tickets issued 
between Dec. 15, 2010 
and Jan. 25, 2011, when 
the ban was in effect 
every night. 

“I don’t think, at this 
stage, I could clearly say 
that we’re having a better 
level of compliance to the 


winter ban,” said Ken 
Reashor, director of trans¬ 
portation and public 
works with the Halifax 
Regional Municipality, on 
Wednesday. 

“But the other issue is 
we are being more aggres¬ 
sive on the ticketing and 
parking because ... that’s 
the difficulty in being 
able to discern whether 
we’re doing better now 
from a compliance per¬ 
spective or not.” 

For the nights the ban 
has been in effect this 
winter, HRM has issued 
an average of 267 tickets 
per night. That’s down 
from a 115 tickets a day 
average last year up until 
Jan. 25 


“No matter what form 
of program the winter 
ban is based on ... we’re 
still going to be issuing 
tickets ... We’re never go¬ 
ing to get 100 per cent 
compliance,” said 

Reashor. 

Fewer tickets, however, 
means less money in the 
municipal coffers. 

Assuming everyone 
who received a ticket in 
the above time period last 
year paid on time, the 
municipality’s bottom 
line benefited to the tune 
of $236,450, at $50 per 
ticket. 

So far this year, tickets 
issued will bring in 
$40,100 — a difference of 
$196,350. 


Vehicle ban

“For a community, to 
be able to not have to 
scramble (to find alter¬ 
nate parking), I think it’s 
priceless,” said Coun.

“As for a municipali¬ 
ty, $200,000 because peo¬ 
ple are abiding the rules 
that have been set, they 
should be grateful that 
people are abiding by the 
rules.” 


Policy sparks enforcement change 


The change in municipal 
policy on the overnight 
winter parking ban has 
changed the way Halifax 
Regional Police is enforcing 
it. 

Spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said the force now 


calls in members for over¬ 
time shifts when HRM in¬ 
vokes the ban. 

“When a snow event is 
declared by the city, officers 
are called in and all that 
they deal with is respond¬ 
ing to calls for tickets as 


well as ticketing on their 
own,” he said. 

“It’s not affecting our ac¬ 
tual manpower, because 
the officers are over and 
above the regular compli¬ 
ment.”

Expert warns computer search bodes ill in spy case 


The relocation of portions 
of the military’s East 
Coast intelligence centre 
is an ominous sign that 
Canada’s security services 
haven’t reached the bot¬ 
tom of a spy scandal in¬ 
volving a junior naval 
officer, a noted expert on 
espionage said Wednes¬ 
day. 

National Defence ac¬ 
knowledged earlier this 
week that some elements 
of the Trinity establish¬ 
ment, located behind ra¬ 


zor wire at a Halifax naval 
base, have been moved as 
a “precaution” but also 
“part of prudent business 
planning” across the har¬ 
bour to a military air base 
at Shearwater. 

Wesley Warlc, a long¬ 
time expert on security 
and intelligence at both 
the University of Ottawa 
and the University of 
Toronto, described it as 
one of the most telling de¬ 
velopments since Sub-Lt. 
Jeffery Delisle, who lives 


in Bedford, was arrested 
and accused of leaking se¬ 
crets to a “foreign entity” 
— charges that could re¬ 
sult in a sentence of life in 
prison. 

At the same time, a de¬ 
fence source said “conster¬ 
nation and choice words” 
have been directed at Rus¬ 
sia through the back chan¬ 
nels of nations involved in 
signals intelligence co-op¬ 
eration under the United 
Kingdom — United States 
of America Agreement 


(UKUSA), a 65-year-old 
pact that counts Britain, 
the U.S., Canada, Aus¬ 
tralia, and New Zealand 
among its members. 

The thought that even 
some of Trinity’s comput¬ 
ers may have been com¬ 
promised is chilling for 
the Canadian intelligence 
community, said Warlc. 

“What that tells me is 
that (Delisle) is likely not 
talking,” said Warlc. “It 
has to be that they are 
very concerned about the 


vulnerability of computer 
systems and communica¬ 
tions systems in case 
Delisle — either himself 
or with help — managed 
to install certain kinds of 
programs, a bit like (Pte.) 
Bradley Manning did to 
siphon off material and 
hopefully go unnoticed.” 

Manning is the U.S. sol¬ 
dier accused of leaking 
hundreds of thousands of 
classified documents to 
online whistleblower Wik¬ 
iLeaks.

A bus driver mowed down 
pedestrians and rammed 
cars, scooters and food 
stalls in a rampage through 
crowded Indian streets 
Wednesday that killed nine 
people and injured more 
than two dozen.

Pakistani PM plays 
down memo scandal 


Pakistan’s prime minister 
toned down his criticism 
of the countiy’s powerful 
generals Wednesday, a 
sign of lessening tension 
between the civilian gov¬ 
ernment and the army 
that some predicted could 
topple the nation’s leaders. 

The two sides have long 
been in conflict, but tem¬ 
pers flared in recent 
months over a secret 
memo allegedly sent by 
the government to Wash¬ 
ington last year asking for 
help in stopping a sup¬ 
posed army coup after the 
U.S. operation to kill al- 
Qaida founder Osama bin 
Laden. The government 
has denied any connection 
to the letter.

The political crisis has 
come as the government is 
facing an array of chal¬ 
lenges, including a strug¬ 
gling economy, rampant 
militant violence and trou¬ 
bled relations with its most 
important ally, the U.S. 

Many analysts doubted 
a coup was imminent, but 
some speculated that the 
army was working with 
the Supreme Court to oust 
the government through 
constitutional means.

O Megaupload founder Dotcom accused by U.S. of illegal downloading 


Two years ago, Megau¬ 
pload founder Kim Dot¬ 
com joked in emails with 
his new neighbours in 
New Zealand about his 
criminal past, telling them 
those days were behind 
him. 

“I am a former hacker” 


who was once convicted of 
insider trading, he wrote, 
before going on to say “In 
all seriousness: My wife, 
two kids and myself love 
New Zealand and ‘We 
come in peace.”’ 

Dotcom’s emails came 
to light Wednesday, the 


same day a New Zealand 
judge denied him bail after 
his arrest on U.S. accusa¬ 
tions of copyright infringe¬ 
ment. Dotcom, 38, insists 
he is innocent. 

Dotcom first developed 
a reputation as a computer 
hacker in his native Ger¬ 


many, where he was born 
Kim Schmitz. In 2002, he 
received a 20-month sus¬ 
pended sentence after be¬ 
ing found guilty of 
manipulating stock prices 
to earn himself $1.1 mil¬ 
lion.

Google’s announcement 
to merge data on users 
across its websites into 
one profile has sparked a 
huge debate that the web 
giant could be breaching 
users’ privacy. 

Under plans to come in 
force on March 1, a per¬ 
son’s search results across 
all Google products, in¬ 
cluding search, Gmail, 
Google+ and YouTube, will 
be collected into one sin¬ 
gle database, which the 
company could use for its 
targeted advertising. For 
example, if you watched a 
YouTube video clip of 


Manchester United, ads of 
Man United tickets could 
appear in your Gmail or 
Google+ account. 

But critics see this new 
policy as very worrying, 
suggesting for example a 
person’s confidential de¬ 
tails on health and 
lifestyle could be saved in 
Google’s bank of data and 
used across its websites. 

Google claims that the 
new privacy policy will 
give the company a better 
idea of what a user is in¬ 
terested to know when 
they search online. 

The plan will “mean a 
simpler, more intuitive 
Google experience,” Alma 
Whitten, Google’s direc¬ 
tor of privacy, product and 
engineering, wrote in a 


blog post.

“There’s always room 
to grow and have the big 
names we’ve scheduled 
this season,” Brownrigg 
said.

Wainwright returns to 
Halifax and is bringing 
with her a new voice. 

“My styles of writing

Playing Stephanie Plum — 
a lingerie saleswoman 
turned bounty hunter — in 
One for the Money has 
taught Katherine Heigl one 
thing: She likes to shoot 
stuff. 

“I really enjoyed it be¬ 
cause it was super-satisfy¬ 
ing and cathartic on some 
level,” she says of the gun¬ 
play she did for the film. “It 
was fun, I had a good time. I 
started wanting to go to the 
gun range regularly. And 
then I started shooting clay 
pigeons with [husband] 
Josh [Kelly]. I really like to 
shoot things. Who knew?” 

Not that firearms are 
necessarily new to her, but 
the work on this film added 
a new level of reality to it 


for the former Grey’s 
Anatomy star. 

“I mean, I’ve been wield¬ 
ing guns in films since I was 
15 but they’re fake and 
there’s no actual bullet in 
them — we hope,” she says. 

“So they took us to a 
shooting range to practice, 
because there are certain 
things you’re not supposed 
to do — like blink when 
you shoot, but it’s impossi¬ 
ble not to blink, it’s really 
hard — and it was really in¬ 
timidating and nerve- 
wracking the first time they 
put a loaded gun in your 
hand. Plus they’ve just giv¬ 
en you a 20-minute spiel 
about all the dangers of this 
gun, so you’re sort of freak¬ 
ing out.” 

But clearly she got over 
that. All that shooting is 
aimed at attracting a more 
diverse audience than your 
usual romantic comedy fare 


— especially since the 
movie is based on one of 17 
books in the Stephanie 
Plum series by author Janet 
Evanovich. Clearly there 
are hopes for a franchise. 

“I think what’s sort of in¬ 
teresting about the books is 
they all have a murder-mys- 
teiy tie-in, with the bounty 
hunting aspect of it. So it’s 
not all just about romance, 
it’s not all just about come¬ 
dy,” Heigl says. 

“The murder-mystery 
storyline is kind of dark 
and a little edgy and gives it 
a vibe that is not purely 
chiclc-flick-ish. I’m really ex¬ 
cited about it because it 
does appeal to everyone, it 
isn’t just a girl’s movie. I 
think that we’re working 
hard to advertise it so 
that everyone knows that 
it’s a good time for eveiy- 
one — men and women 
included.”

Q: I have a

A. Adding colourful acces¬ 
sories to a neutral room is a 
great way to make it look 
fashionable and follow 
some trends without break¬ 
ing the bank. 

First off, determine what 
your neutral is and work 
with it. Your ‘neutral’ could 


Bring it together 


The big secret to adding 
larger, expensive 
accessories is to spend in 
the same category as your 
neutral furnishings; not 
more or less. 

► For instance, if all your fur¬ 
nishings are from Ikea, then 
add value-driven 
accessories; not expensive, 
upscale items. 

► Buy in the same style (mod¬ 
ern, art deco, country) as 
your existing furnishings 
for a cohesive look. 

be one of many colours; 
crispy white, cream, mossy 
green, grey, tan are a few of 
the common neutrals. 

Each of these works best 
with certain strong colours. 
For instance, lime green 
works best with cool, 


sharp, clear neutrals like 
white, grey or dark brown 
but is not so good with 
cream, tan or mossy green. 

Trend colours to go with 


white or grey include citrus 
colours like lime, orange 
and yellow. 

The best accent colours 
to complement tan are 


moss and cream along with 
rich blues and claret reds or 
purples. 

Easing colour into your 
room with small acces¬ 


sories (pillows, candles and 
art) is the simplest way to 
start. Layer the colour in a 
few lighter and darker 
tones; it will give you flexi¬ 
bility when shopping so 
you don’t have to woriy 
about always finding that 
‘perfect colour’. 

Want make a colour look 
even better? Add in one or 
two accessories that are op¬ 
posite on the colour wheel 
to bring them to life. For in¬ 
stance, if lime green is your 
new colour then add a few 
orange-tones colours to 
help make the green stand 
out. Large ways to add 
colour (rugs, new paint on a 
focal wall, curtains) are in¬ 
vestments to the room. 

Just how much colour 
should you add to a neutral 
room? I like the 70/neutral 
30/colour rule; that way you 
won’t have too much or too 
little.

Tips for tiling a cool 
kitchen backsplash

DIY IDEAS 


If your kitchen needs an 
update but you don’t have 
the time or money to spend 
on a complete renovation, 
brighten it up with a back- 
splash. Not only will it add 
texture and colour, but it 
will help protect the walls 
from water, food and 
grease damage. 

In every episode of 
Kitchen Impossible, host 
Marc Bartolomeo helps 
homeowners turn their 
kitchen makeover fantasies 
into realities. 

Here’s a few tips on how 
to tile your kitchen back- 
splash. 

Surface preparation 

Be sure that the diywall is 
secure. Fill any nicks or low 
spots by patching with diy- 
wall compound and sand to 
level. 


Wipe the wall to ensure 
that the surface is free of 
dust, oil and residue. This 
guarantees a strong adhe¬ 
sive bond between the wall 
and tile. 

Determine where to start 

Measure the installation 
site to determine how 
many tiles you will need to 
purchase, as well as to lo¬ 
cate the best place to start 
tiling. 

It is best to hide cuts in 
corners and under cabi¬ 
nets, leaving the full tiles in 
areas that will draw the 
most attention. 

Apply mortar 

Begin spreading the glue or 
mortar with the flat side of 
a trowel to ensure good ad¬ 
hesion. Using the notched 
side of the trowel, go over 
the glue to remove any ex¬ 
cess. 

The size of the notches 
will be determined by the

thickness of the tile, so be 
sure to check the manufac¬ 
turer’s recommendations. 

Install tiles 

Begin installing the first 
tile or sheet by working off 


the countertop surface. 
This will ensure the instal¬ 
lation is level because the 
countertops would have 
been leveled when in¬ 
stalled. 

Place tiles in position as 
close as possible to avoid 
sliding tiles into place in 
the mortar. 

Tap each tile once with a 
rubber mallet to ensure 
they have adhered properly 
to the mortar. 

Make cuts 

A dry cutter, wet saw or tile 
nippers may be used to fit 
around electrical boxes, 
cabinets, etc. 

Tile saws can be rented 
at many hardware rental 
spots, saving you lots of 
time and stress throughout 
your renovation.

We have a Whirlpool Duet 4.5 
cu. ft. front-loading washer 
and it sits on a Whirlpool 


manufactured stand. The 
washer actually moves as it 
vibrates very badly on spin cy¬ 
cle. Do you have any sugges¬ 
tions for reducing the 
vibrations?

Dear Catherine, 

Although it is normal for 
the washing machine to vi¬ 
brate somewhat during the 
spin cycle in particular, it 
sounds like yours is vibrat¬ 
ing too much. 

Firstly, was the machine 


installed correctly? 

Secondly, even if the ma¬ 
chine was installed correct¬ 
ly, might it have been 
moved at some point by a 
family member or trades- 
person trying to make a re¬ 
pair? 

This would most likely 
throw off the original in¬ 
stallation and calibration. 
Another consideration is 
whether or not the floor 
that the machine sits on 
level. 

Lastly, when you load 
your washing machine, do 


you evenly distribute the 
items within the drum? 
Once you address the above 
items, the only remaining 
option is to call Whirlpool 
and ask them if they have 
any other thoughts. 

They are likely to suggest 
an appointment to come to 
your home and re-balance 
the machine. Please let us 
know what the outcome is 
and if and how the problem 
was solved. Good luck!

While No. 99 befuddled 
goaltenders by setting up 
shop behind the net and 
weaving magical plays, 
Boudreau has become a 
deadly power-play weapon 
for the Halifax Mooseheads 
by lurking inside a 15-foot 
radius of the net on the 
right wing. 

Second in the QMJHL 
with 14 power-play goals, 
the left-shooting Boudreau 
estimates he’s scored 10 of 
them from that area on re¬ 
bounds alone. He might 
have the rest of them from 
the same spot off one- 
timers. 

“I’d always been a pow¬ 



er-play guy when I was 
growing up, and this year, 
I’ve had a good opportunity 
to show it on the ice,” 
Boudreau says. “I just have 
that spot. Coach calls it my 
office. I find the open spot, 
and if we take a shot, I 
make sure I have the re¬ 
bound.” 

It’s been a breakthrough 
campaign for Boudreau, 
who has more than dou¬ 
bled his rookie goal total 
and is just nine points away 
from tripling his freshman 
point total. The 18-year-old 
is second on the team with 
45 points in 46 games, and 
he’s accumulated a team¬ 
leading 27 of those points 
on the power play. 

Mooseheads head coach 
Dominique Ducharme says 
Boudreau has natural in¬ 
stincts for knowing where 
the puck will bounce after 


a save and the quick hands 
to capitalize on the 
chances that knowledge 
creates. 

“A lot of his goals are not 
from passes, and it’s tough 
to defend against re¬ 
bounds,” Ducharme says. 
“We give ourselves guide¬ 
lines on the ice where we 


know rebounds will come, 
percentages and angles, 
and he’s working that real¬ 
ly nicely.” 

With the help of 
Boudreau, the Mooseheads’ 
power play scores 25.4 per 
cent of the time and is tied 
for second overall in the 
QMJHL with 57 goals 


scored. 

“We love playing on the 
power play and everybody 
likes scoring goals,” 
Boudreau says. 

The five-foot-nine, 163- 
pound native of St-Eu- 
stache, Que., built 
confidence at the start of 
the season with three goals 
in his first three games. He 
has been remarkably con¬ 
sistent since, averaging a 
point-per-game in four out 
of five months. He missed 
the mark by a single point 
in October. 

Confidence has played a 
big role in that success — 
and will continue to down 
the stretch. 

“When you shoot the 
puck and you know it’s in 
before it leaves your stick, 
that’s confidence,” 

Ducharme says. “He’s feel¬ 
ing like that right now.”
